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Introduction 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing 
with  the  Health  Services  in  the  Administrative  County  of 
Cheshire  for  the  year  1950. 

The  crude  birth  rate  has  again  declined,  to  14.8  per  thousand 
population.  The  death  rate,  which  was  11.8  per  thousand 
population  in  1949,  has  remained  almost  stationary,  being  11.6 
for  the  year  under  review.  It  was  considered  worthy  of  special 
notice  last  year  that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  had  for  the  first 
time  fallen  below  30.0  per  thousand  live  births,  but  during  1950 
there  was  a slight  increase  in  this  rate  to  30.0  per  thousand 
live  births. 

It  is  reported  with  considerable  satisfaction  that  the  maternal 
mortality  rate  for  the  County,  that  is  the  number  of  deaths  from 
pregnancy,  child  birth,  and  abortion,  were  1 1 in  number,  showing 
a rate  of  0.88  per  thousand  live  and  still  births,  vvhich  is  the 
lowest  figure  ever  recorded  in  the  County. 

Special  attention  is  drawn  to  the  figures  in  the  section 
headed  “Tuberculosis”  of  this  Report,  which  show  that  the  deaths 
during  1950  from  tuberculosis  in  all  its  forms  totalled  195,  being 
a death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  0.24  per  thousand  population. 
The  previous  low  record  was  in  1949,  when  there  were  266 
deaths  from  this  cause,  i.e.,  0.33  per  thousand  population. 
There  was  a further  decline  in  the  number  of  children  notified 
as  suffering  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  59  in  1950  as 
against  73  in  1949.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  figure  has 
dropped  from  146  in  1941,  ten  years  ago.  The  notifications  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  rather  higher  than  in  the  previous 
year,  461  as  against  442. 

The  county  schemes  for  the  administration  for  sections  29 
and  30  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  dealing  with  the  welfare 
of  the  deaf  and  of  other  handicapped  persons  have  been  formu- 
lated and  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  approval. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Occupation  Centre  for 
mentally  defectives  at  Bebington  is  now  ready  to  commence 
work.  This  centre  should  provide  a much  needed  respite  for 
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parents  of  such  mentally  defective  children  in  the  Wirral  area 
as  are  capable  of  receiving  benefit  from  instruction.  It  is  hoped 
to  provide  an  additional  Occupation  Centre  in  the  eastern  area 
of  the  County  in  the  near  future.  Meanwhile  advantage  is 
being  taken  of  Occupation  Centres  established  on  the  borders 
of  Cheshire  by  other  local  health  authorities.  Great  difficulty 
is  still  being  experienced  in  securing  admission  of  mental 
defectives  to  Institutions,  particularly  low  grade  children,  and 
it  is  considered  that  the  provision  of  Occupation  Centres  in 
other  parts  of  Cheshire  will  go  some  way  towards  meeting  the 
need  for  daytime  care  and  occupation  of  ineducable  children. 

Child  Welfare  Centres  were  opened  at  Gatley,  Hale  Barns, 
Overpool  (Ellesmere  Port  U.D.)  and  Sandiway.  An  additional 
Day  Nursery  was  opened  at  Macclesfield. 

Starting  dates  have  been  awarded  for  the  erection  of  new 
Clinic  Centres  at  Weaverham,  Cheadle,  Heswall,  and  Neston, 
and  for  the  adaptation  of  existing  buildings  as  Clinics  at  Runcorn 
and  Frodsham.  Approval  has  also  been  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  for  the  adaptation  of  existing  premises  for 
Clinic  purposes  at  Hoylake  and  Hale,  and  for  the  erection  of 
the  new  hostel  block  at  Wrenbury  Hall  to  replace  the  present 
unsatisfactory  accommodation  for  trainees.  New  Ambulance 
Stations  have  been  approved  at  Crewe  and  Sale  and  new 
Nurses’  houses  at  Romiley,  Stockton  Heath,  Lymm,  Dukinfield, 
Bredbury,  and  Stalybridge 

The  number  of  child  contacts  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  who  have  been  vaccinated  by  B.C.G.  during  the 
year  has  been  disappointing,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  figures  for 
1951  will  show  improvement,  particularly  as  many  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  have  received  special  instruction  in  this  work 
and  have  been  approved  for  this  purpose. 

The  Council’s  arrangements  for  providing  convalescent 
treatment  within  the  after-care  scheme  have  proved  adequate. 
The  continued  increase  in  the  use  made  of  the  Ambulance  and 
Domestic  Help  Services  will  be  noted.  While  considerable 
care  is  taken  to  ensure  that  these  services  are  administered  with 
economy,  it  is  clear  that  they  have  not  yet  reached  the  end  of 
their  development;  particularly  is  this  the  case  with  the  Domestic 
Help  Service,  since  difficulty  is  experienced  in  finding  institutional 
accommodation  for  aged  persons  and  the  chronic  sick,  and  the 
services  of  a domestic  help  for  a few  hours  daily  or  weekly  can 
often  be  the  means  of  keeping  these  persons  in  their  own  home 
surroundings. 
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My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  County  Health  Committee  and  of  the  Divisional  Health 
Committees  for  their  support  and  help  to  me  on  all  occasions. 

I also  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County 
Council,  the  Heads  of  the  various  County  Departments,  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officers,  and  the  Staff  of  the  County  Health 
Department,  Professional,  Administrative  and  Clerical,  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  which  they  have  shown  throughout  the 
year.

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Section  III. -Vaccination  and 
Immunisation 


Under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
the  County  Council  has  the  duty  of  making  available  a full 
service  of  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  of  immunisation 
against  diphtheria. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  attention  now  devoted  to  Health  Services 
in  general,  and  to  this  aspect  in  particular,  will  result  in  a con- 
siderable increase  in  vaccination,  just  as  it  has  served  to  secure 
a wide  response  to  the  offer  of  immunisation  wherever  this  was 
available.  Immunisation  is,  in  practice,  meant  for  children, 
with  particular  attention  to  those  under  5,  but  vaccination  may 
on  occasion  be  sought  by  persons  of  any  age. 

Arrangements  made  under  the  Council’s  scheme  include 
participation  by  general  practitioners  and  sessions  at  clinics. 

Agreement  has  been  given  to  immunisation  against  whooping 
cough  in  areas  where  this  is  considered  desirable  by  Divisional 
Health  Committees,  to  which  the  organisation  and  management 
of  the  scheme  has  been  devolved.

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Section  IV.-Ambulance  Service 


From  5th  July,  1948  the  County  Council  was  charged  with 
the  duty,  under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  to  provide  a comprehensive  ambulance  service  throughout 
the  County,  and  for  the  first  time  this  was  to  be  free  of  charge  to 
persons  carried;  the  duty  included  transport  by  car  of  persons 
who  were  unfit  for  public  transport  but  did  not  need  to  be 
recumbent  The  service  is  one  which  has  been  devolved  for 
organisation  and  management  within  the  approved  estimates  to 
Divisional  Health  Committees  throughout  the  County. 

All  ambulances  and  staff  controlled  by  County  District 
Councils  were  taken  over  by  the  County  Council,  together  with 
all  premises  which  had  been  held  solely  for  such  use;  suitable 
financial  arrangements  were  made  to  continue  the  use  of  other 
premises.  To  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Police  Authority,  the 
part-time  police  drivers  were  replaced,  but  arrangements  were 
made  to  pay  for  the  agency  use  of  nearly  all  the  Red  Cross  and  St. 
John  ambulances  which  with  whole  or  part-time  drivers  and  attend- 
ants, had  provided  a service  before  the  appointed  day.  In  addition, 
a supplementary  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Voluntary  Car 
Service  which,  originally  organised  during  the  war,  had  been 
continued  and  paid  for  by  hospital  authorities.  Taxis  and  hired 
cars  are  also  used  as  a supplementary  service. 

During  1950  8 Morris  Commercial  and  8 Humber  Pullman 
Ambulances  ordered  in  1949  were  received  together  with  one 
Bedford  Lever  Ambulance,  the  order  for  which  was  originally 
placed  by  a County  District  Council.  Orders  were  placed  for 
2 Commer  and  2 Bedford  Lever  Ambulances,  and  these  were 
delivered  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  13  Austin  Hire 
Cars  ordered  in  1950,  4 were  delivered,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  remainder  will  have  been  received  by  the  end  of  1951. 

The  arrangements  by  which  the  County  Boroughs  of  Chester, 
Liverpool,  Stockport,  Manchester,  and  Warrington,  and  the 
Counties  of  Lancashire,  Shropshire  and  Derbyshire,  provided  an 
Ambulance  Service  in  particular  areas,  or  for  special  purposes 
were  continued,  and  a new  arrangement  was  made  with  the 
County  Borough  of  Liverpool  and  the  County  of  Lancashire 
for  the  conveyance  of  smallpox  patients  or  others  needing 
special  disinfection. 
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For  long  distance  journeys,  use  is  made  of  the  service 
provided  by  the  Railway  Executive  for  invalids,  which  comprises, 
for  a small  fee,  a reserved  compartment  without  payment  of  fares 
other  than  for  the  persons  actually  travelling.  There  are  special 
arrangements  for  casual  use,  at  an  agreed  fee,  of  other  Authorities’ 
ambulances,  either  at  the  far  end  of  such  a railway  journey,  or  to 
meet  special  emergencies,  and  help  is  similarly  given  to  other 
ambulance  authorities.

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Section  V. -Prevention  of  Illness, 
Care  and  After-care 


General 

Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  gives 
permissive  powers  to  the  County  Council  to  make  a scheme  for 
prevention  of  illness,  and  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness.  The  County  Council  has  a duty  to  make 
detailed  arrangements  for  any  disease  the  Ministry  may  specify. 
In  this  connexion,  tuberculosis  has  been  so  specified,  and  much 
of  the  work,  other  than  dispensary  and  institutional  provision, 
which  was  carried  out  for  many  years  under  the  County  Tuber- 
culosis Scheme,  is  being  continued  under  the  new  powers. 

The  arrangements  under  this  section  of  the  Act  are 
among  those  which  for  organisation  and  management,  within  the 
approved  estimates,  have  been  devolved  to  Divisional  Health 
Committees. 

Tuberculosis 

Specialist  Tuberculosis  Officers,  the  main  part  of  whose 
work  at  dispensaries  passed  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  on 
the  appointed  day,  are  part-time  officers  of  the  County  Council, 
and  give  Divisional  Medical  Officers  all  necessary  advice  in 
the  sphere  of  care  and  after-care,  and  Health  Visitors  pay  home 
visits  to  tuberculosis  patients  and  help  to  secure  the  attendance 
of  contacts  at  the  dispensaries.  The  loan  of  large  items  such 
as  garden  shelters,  and  the  supply  of  smaller  items  such  as 
sputum  flasks,  now  form  part  of  the  general  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  nursing  equipment,  of  which  details  are  given  later. 

Wrenbury  Hall  Industrial  Training  Colony  has  continued 
under  the  full  ownership  and  control  of  the  County  Council, 
and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  considerably  extending 
the  scope  of  the  training  given. 

During  the  year  1950,  some  29  Cheshire  trainees  were 
admitted  for  industrial  rehabilitation,  and  20  from  other  local 
authorities.  There  are  at  present  21  unmarried  colonists,  and 
6 married  colonists  with  their  families  in  Wrenbury  cottages.

The  County  Council’s  proposals  under  Section  28  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  for  B.C.G.  vaccination 
, against  tuberculosis  were  approved  by  the  Minister  on  24th 
October,  1949.  They  provided  for  B.C.G.  vaccination,  by  and 
at  the  instance  of  a physician  with  specialist  knowledge  and 
experience  of  tuberculosis,  of  contacts  of  patients  suffering  from 
tuberculosis,  such  contacts  being  found  by  medical  tests  to  be 
capable  of  receiving  protection  from  tuberculosis  as  a result  of 
B.C.G.  vaccination. 

* 

Such  physicians  with  specialist  knowledge  and  experience 
of  tuberculosis  were  the  chest  physicians  employed  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  towards  whose  salary  the  County 
Council  pay  a specified  proportion. 

One  of  the  biggest  problems  which  have  been  faced  in 
providing  B.C.G.  vaccination  has  been  the  segregation  for  six 
weeks  before  and  six  weeks  after  vaccination,  but  this  has  been 
overcome  usually  by  making  arrangements  with  friends  or 
relations  of  the  child  to  be  vaccinated,  and  in  exceptional  cases 
the  Children’s  Committee  has  provided  accommodation  in  the 
County  Children’s  Homes. 

At  the  onset  of  the  scheme  some  delay  was  experienced 
before  supplies  of  B.C.G.  were  received  by  the  chest  physicians. 
It  was  therefore  only  in  March,  1950,  that  the  scheme  could 
really  be  commenced,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  year 
some  34  cases  were  thus  vaccinated.  Recently  many  of  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officers  have  received  instruction  in  the 
technique  and  methods  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  have  been 
approved  for  this  purpose. 

In  addition  to  these,  certain  new-born  infants  Were  vaccina- 
ted at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  through  special  arrange- 
ments made  by  the  Professor  of  Child  Health  at  Manchester 
University.  During  1950,  some  46  babies  born  to  Cheshire 
mothers  were  thus  vaccinated.  Special  arrangements  have  been 
made  at  Clatterbridge  Hospital  whereby  newly  bom  children 
of  tuberculous  parents  can  be  transferred  for  post-vaccination 
segregation  to  a convalescent  home  maintained  in  connection 
with  the  Hospital.

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Mental  Illness 

The  care  and  supervision  of  patients  at  home  suffering  from 
mental  illness  or  defect  is  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  and 
Authorised  Officers,  and  arrangements  are  made,  in  suitable 
cases,  for  help  to  be  given  by  other  County  services,  such  as 
Home  Nursing  and  Domestic  Help. 

Other  Illnesses 

Liaison  has  been  secured  with  the  Almoners  and  other 
appropriate  officials  of  hospitals  so  that  discharged  patients 
requiring  help  from  any  of  the  County  Health  Services  may 
secure  it  without  delay. 

Another  aspect  of  “care”  is  the  investigation  of  “problem 
families”  with  a view  to  effecting  any  possible  improvement  and 
granting  any  appropriate  help,  e.g.,  the  loan  of  bedding. 

An  important  aspect  of  “prevention  of  illness”  is  health 
education,  and  appropriate  publicity  under  this  heading  is 
carried  out  locally. 

Nursing  Equipment 

Stocks  of  nursing  equipment  are  held  by  District  Nurses 
and  by  Divisional  Medical  Officers  for  loan  to  patients  needing 
them,  subject  to  a small  deposit  charge,  and  a weekly  hire 
payment  in  the  case  of  the  more  expensive  items.  Examples 
of  the  small  items  normally  kept  by  District  Nurses  are  urinals, 
hot  water  bottles,  bed  pans,  feeding  cups,  sputum  flasks,  steam 
kettles,  air  rings  and  back  rests;  the  larger  items  stored  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officers  include  crutches,  bath  chairs,  spinal 
carriages  and  water  beds. 

Shelters  for  the  use  of  tuberculosis  patients  are  issued  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  and  transferred  by  the  County 
Surveyor’s  Department,  in  accordance  with  recommendations 
made  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers,  and  confirmed,  after  in- 
vestigation of  the  site,  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 
Bedding  is  also  kept  for  issue  in  special  cases,  e.g.,  when  a patient’s 
small  stock  has  to  be  taken  away  for  disinfection  or  disinfestation, 
or  to  provide  for  house  isolation  of  patients. 

Infectious  Disease 

In  order  that  Divisional  Health  Committees  may  have  a 
continuous  picture  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  their 
areas.  Divisional  Offices  receive  full  particulars  of  notified  cases, 
and  the  County  Council  repays  to  District  Councils,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  notification 
fees  paid  to  doctors.  The  following  table  gives  the  number 
of  cases  notified  under  the  various  headings  during  the  year  1950.

Section  VI.-Mothers  and  Young  Children 
Health  Visiting,  etc. 


General 

The  County  Council’s  responsibilities  under  Sections  22  and 
24  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  are  in  the  main  a 
continuation  of  work  which  has  been  done  for  many  years, 
though  the  Health  Visitors’  services  are  now  used  to  carry  out 
the  Council’s  schemes  for  mental  health,  after-care,  and  handi- 
capped persons.

Premature  Infants 

Particular  attention  is  devoted  to  babies  weighing  5^  lbs. 
or  less  at  birth,  and  special  cots  with  bedding,  hot  water  bottles, 
etc.,  are  kept  in  readiness.  801  premature  babies  were  born  in 
the  year  under  review,  whose  mothers  normally  live  in  the 
Authority’s  area,  205  at  home  and  596  in  hospitals  or  nursing 
homes. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

7 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year;  all  made  good  recovery. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

31  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the  year, 
16  being  domiciliary  and  16  institutional  confinements. 

Maternal  Mortality 

The  maternal  mortality  for  1950,  i.e.,  number  of  deaths  due 
to  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion,  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births,  was  .88. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

All  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  conducted  by  the  County 
Council  before  5 /7 /48  have  been  continued,  together  with  those 
established  by  the  previously  independent  Authorities.  The 
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Regional  Hospital  Boards  have  agreed  to  pay  for  a proportion  of 
the  sessions  attended  by  specialist  obstetricians.  In  some  areas 
there  are  other  doctors’  clinics,  and  in  some  districts  midwives’ 
clinics  have  been  established.

Dental  Care 

Increasing  importance  is  now  attached  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  the  provision  of  dental  services  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers,  and  for  young  children.  Facilities  will  be 
extended  as  opportunity  ofers,  subject  to  the  availability  of 
necessary  staff. 

Dental  Report 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff,  and  the  small  attendances, 
it  was  necessary  to  discontinue  the  separate  clinics  for  mothers 
and  young  children.  These  cases  are  now  dealt  with  during 
School  Dental  clinic  sessions  and  all  cases  referred  receive 
treatment. 

All  necessary  treatment  required  is  carried  out,  and  if 
necessary  with  local  or  general  anaesthetic. 

All  dentures  are  set  up  by  a mechanic  and  impressions  and 
fittings  carried  out  by  the  dental  surgeon. 

Only  one  clinic  possesses  an  X-Ray  apparatus,  and  at  all 
other  dimes,  arrangements  are  made  with  the  local  hospital.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 

Arrangements  have  continued  whereby  unmarried  expectant 
mothers  are  admitted  to  voluntary  institutions  some  time  before 
the  confinement,  and  return  there  with  the  baby  for  varying 
periods  afterwards.  The  County  Council’s  own  Home  at  7, 
Trinity  Road,  Hoylake,  provides  12  beds  and  8 cots;  and  41 
women  were  admitted  during  the  year,  staying  approximately 
eight  weeks  before  the  birth  and  eight  weeks  afterwards.  Of  these 
six  were  the  responsibility  of  other  local  authorities.  Responsi- 
bility was  accepted  at  other  homes  and  hostels  for  32  mothers 
during  the  year.

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Section  VIII.-Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 


Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949 

These  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October, 
1949,  when  this  Department  became  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
licences  in  respect  of  milk  pasteurising  and  sterilising  establish- 
ments and  the  enforcement  of  the  standards  prescribed  in  the 
Regulations  relating  to — 

I.  The  structural  condition  of  such  establishments,  i.e., 
lighting,  ventilation,  drainage,  impervious  floors  and  walls, 
provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities 
for  the  personnel,  and  the  general  cleanliness  of  the 
premises. 

II.  The  operation  of  the  pasteurising  or  sterilising  plant 
including  the  supervision  of  indication  and  recording 
thermometers  shewing  the  temperature  to  which  the  milk 
has  been  raised,  the  periodical  washing  and  sterilising  of 
the  processing  plant,  bottle  filling  and  capping  machines, 
milk  churns,  bottles,  crates  and  vehicles  used  for  the 
transportation  of  milk. 

III.  The  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling, 
processing  and  distribution  of  milk. 


There  are  twenty-five  licensed  establishments  in  the 
Administrative  County  (excluding  the  Borough  of  Crewe, 
which  is  a separate  Food  and  Drugs  Authority).  They  vary  in 
size  and  character  from  the  large  establishments  owned  by 
important  milk  distributing  firms  to  the  small  one-man  business. 
Eight  of  the  large  establishments  have  their  own  laboratories  in 
which  periodical  tests  are  made  on  raw  milk  as  received  from 
the  farms,  and  the  finished  product  as  delivered  to  the  consumer. 
Frequent  tests  are  also  made  to  check  the  efficiency  of  the 
sterilisation  of  the  plant  and  equipment.  Structurally  the 
majority  of  these  establishments  are  fairly  satisfactory  but  a few 
are  small  and  congested  with  plant  and  equipment  making 
working  conditions  difficult.  In  such  cases  the  owners  have 
been  advised  to  acquire  or  build  larger  and  more  suitable 
premises. 
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Tuberculous  Milk 

In  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  tuberculous  milk, 
3099  samples  were  taken  at  farms  by  the  County  Sampling 
Officers  during  1950,  of  which  254  proved  to  be  positive. 

Co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  with 
local  Sanitary  Authorities  has  continued,  so  as  to  ensure  that 
the  high  standard  of  milk  production  in  Cheshire  shall  be 
maintained  and  improved. 

Samples  for  Analysis 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Food  and 
Drugs,  etc.  (Mr.  Stacey  Hallard),  reports  as  follows  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  Inspectors  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Depart- 
ment under  the  authority  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
respecting  protection  of  the  public  from  the  sale  of  adulterated 
or  inferior  quality  foods  and  drugs. 

The  duties  consist  mainly  of  obtaining  samples  at  shops, 
markets,  dairies,  farms,  and  in  fact  at  any  premises  or  place  where 
foods  or  drugs  are  on  sale  or  exposed  for  sale  to  the  public  and 
subsequently  submitting  such  samples  to  the  County  Analyst 
(or  his  deputy)  for  examination  as  to  their  compositional  quality. 
It  is  only  by  this  consistent  sampling  at  all  times  in  every  corner 
of  the  county  that  it  is  possible  to  ensure  that  the  quality  of  the 
foods  and  drugs  on  sale  remains  at  the  present  high  level. 

The  County  Council,  as  a “Food  and  Drugs  Authority”, 
is  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  these  provisions  in  the  whole 
of  Cheshire,  excepting  the  four  County  Boroughs  and  the 
Municipal  Borough  of  Crewe. 

The  majority  of  the  sampling  is  naturally  of  a routine 
character  especially  in  those  cases  where  samples  are  purchased 
at  random  from  shops,  markets,  and  street  vendors.  On  the 
other  hand,  when  an  Inspector  is  faced  with  taking  samples  from 
a trader  who  is  known,  “from  information  received”,  to  be 
committing  some  fraudulent  practice  in  the  sale  of  his  goods, 
much  time  is  spent  in  intricate  planning  in  order  to  ensure  that 
such  offender  does  not  escape  his  rightful  penalty.  It  will  be 
readily  appreciated  for  example  that  a trader  who  persistently 
adulterates  milk  will  take  every  step  to  try  and  outwit  the  In- 
spector, and  it  is  only  by  using  the  knowledge  gained  by  his  long 
experience  that  an  Inspector  can  bring  the  offender  before  the 
Justices. 

During  the  year  1,359  formal  and  752  informal  samples, 
making  a total  of  2,111  samples,  were  submitted  for  analysis  to 
the  County  Analyst  (S.  E.  Melling,  Esq.,  M.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.)  or  to 
his  deputy  (J.  G.  Sherratt,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.)  and  the  follow- 
ing list  will  give  some  idea  of  the  wide  range  covered  by  this  work.

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In  considering  the  details  of  the  samples  certified  against 
it  is  convenient  to  divide  them  into  two  separate  sections,  i.e.^ 
milk  samples  and  samples  other  than  milk.  As  to  the  former, 
of  the  1,321  analysed,  109  (against  94  in  1949)  failed  to  reach  the 
legal  standard  laid  down  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  1939, 
inasmuch  as  they  contained  either  extraneous  water  or  were 
found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  and/or  non-fatty  solids.  No  instance 
occurred  during  the  year  of  a milk  containing  either  preservative 
or  colouring  matter. 

Fifteen  of  the  samples  contained  extraneous  water,  66  were 
deficient  in  fat  and  28  were  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids.  In 
eight  of  these  cases  the  degree  of  adulteration  was  so  serious  that 
legal  proceedings  were  instituted  and  resulted  in  the  Justices 
imposing  penalties  amounting  to  a total  of  £19  10s.  Od.  in  fines 
and  costs. 

The  most  serious  case,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  quantity 
of  added  water  was  a milk  certified  as  containing  89  per  cent,  of 
extraneous  water!  Although  this  was  a record  for  any  milk 
sample  taken  by  the  Department  it  is  not  suggested  that  there 
was  any  wilful  intent  in  connection  with  the  sale,  in  fact,  taking 
into  account  all  the  circumstances,  it  is  more  than  probable  that 
a mechanical  failure  in  the  Dairy  Company’s  pasteurising  plant 
was  responsible.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  fact  remains  that  a 
bottle  of  milk  delivered  to  a private  house  was  subsequently 
opened  by  the  housewfe  and  a portion  used  for  domestic 
purposes.  She  thought  the  milk  tasted  peculiar  and  as  a result 
she  complained  to  her  supplier,  a large  well  known  Dairy 
Company,  which  immediately  sent  her  another  bottle  of  milk 
without  being  particularly  interested  in  the  reason  for  the 
complaint.  The  woman,  however,  felt  it  was  her  duty  to  bring  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  an  Inspector  of  this  Department  and  he 
had  no  option  other  than  to  submit  the  milk  left  in  the  original 
bottle  for  analysis.  The  quantity  of  extraneous  Water  found  to  be 
present  was  so  striking  that  in  spite  of  legal  difficulties,  prosecu- 
tion of  the  seller  was  inevitable.  At  the  hearing  the  defence 
claimed  that  as  the  sample  had  not  been  officially  taken  and 
divided  the  case  must  fail.  The  Magistrates  agreed,  dismissed 
the  summons,  and  awarded  ;(^10  10s.  Od.  costs  against  the 
County  Council. 

Another  case  (with  a far  more  satisfactory  ending  from  the 
Department’s  point  of  view)  concerned  a sample  of  bottled  milk 
purchased  from  a retailer  on  a Tuesday  morning,  this  proved  to 
be  56.2  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat.  Another  sample  taken  next 
morning  (Wednesday)  from  the  same  retailer  was  46.3  per  cent, 
deficient  in  fat.  On  the  third  day  (Thursday)  a sample  was 
taken  from  ten  bottles  the  producer  was  handing  over  to  the 
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retailer  and  this  sample  was  30.3  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat.  I^n 
view  of  this  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
producer  charging  him  as  the  actual  offender  in  causing  t e 
retailer  to  commit  the  offence  of  selling  the  two  bottles  deficient 
in  fat  and  a further  summons  in  respect  of  the  sample  taken  in 
course  of  delivery  from  the  producer  to  the  retailer.  1 he 
Justices  fined  the  producer  £5  in  each  of  the  three  cases  and  also 
ordered  him  to  pay  £29  7s.  Od.  costs— a total  penalty  of  £^ 
7s.  Od.  Arising  out  of  this  case,  the  solicitor  acting  in  defence 
of  the  producer  complained  that  certain  milk  his  client  Was 
himself  receiving  from  another  producer  was  poor.  Samples 
of  this  milk  were  taken  and  six  out  of  fifteen  were  found  to  be 
deficient  in  fat  varying  from  6.6  per  cent,  to  23.3  per  cent. 
Owing  to  the  serious  deficiencies  disclosed  an  Inspector  took 
corresponding  **Appeal  to  cow”  samples  at  the  farm.  Four  out 
of  eight  samples  taken  from  the  supervised  milking  were  found 
to  be  deficient  in  amounts  from  3.3  per  cent,  to  26.6  per  cent., 
thus  proving,  regrettable  though  it  was,  that  the  milk  was  being 
sold  in  the  same  condition  as  it  came  from  the  cow.  As  existing 
case  law  stands,  milk  is  of  legal  quality  provided  it  is  sold  as 
given  by  the  coW,  and  accordingly  no  further  action  was  possible. 

A sample  of  milk  sold  as  Channel  Islands  milk  Was  found  to 
contain  only  3.6%  of  butter-fat  whereas  under  the  Milk  (Control 
and  Maximum  Prices)  (Great  Britain)  Order,  1947,  it  should 
have  contained  a minimum  of  4%  fat.  Consequent  enquiries 
showed  that  the  sample  had  been  sold  to  the  Inspector  in  error 
and  in  fact  was  not  Channel  Islands  milk,  but  an  ordinary  milk. 
The  Dairy  Company  concerned  were  approached  and  asked  to 
make  every  effort  to  avoid  any  repetition  of  this  kind  of  mistake 
in  the  future. 

In  another  case  a Dairy  Company  complained  of  the  quality 
of  milk  received  from  a farmer  and  as  a result  an  Inspector 
accompanied  the  Dairy  Company’s  carrier  to  the  farm  when  he 
went  to  collect  the  one  churn  of  milk.  The  Inspector  took  a 
sample  from  the  churn  and  the  County  Analyst  certified  it  as 
containing  41.5  per  cent,  of  extraneous  water.  The  farmer  Was 
prosecuted  and  fined  ^10,  he  was  also  ordered  to  pay  £l  16s.  Od. 
costs. 

This  brief  resume  will  give  a general  picture  of  the  types  of 
milk  sampling  met  with  every  day  and  show  how,  despite 
constant  supervision,  there  always  remains  a certain  section  of 
milk  sellers  who  are  prepared  to  ‘take  a chance’  and  hope  their 
misdeeds  will  not  be  discovered. 
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Regarding  samples  other  than  milk — out  of  790  obtained 
only  12  failed  to  reach  the  legal  standard,  or,  where  no  legal 
standard  exists,  the  recognised  commercial  standard  of  purity. 
This  figure  for  non-standard  samples  compares  with  18  reported 
against  in  the  previous  year.  In  only  one  instance  was 
it  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  these 
samples  and  this  concerned  a sample  of  sausage.  Brief  particu- 
lars (including  the  analysis  in  parenthesis)  of  this  case  together 
with  the  action  taken  in  connection  with  each  of  the  other 
samples  is  shown  in  the  following  summary: — 

1.  Pork  Sausage  (300  parts  per  million  of  undeclared  SOo 

preservative).  Sample  was  purchased  at  a butcher’s 
shop.  Seller  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £2  and  ^1  Is.  Od. 
costs. 

2.  Linseed,  Liquorice  and  Chloroform  Pastilles  (Certified  as 

deficient  in  the  stated  quantity  of  chloroform).  This  was 
a proprietary  article  purchased  at  a Chemist’s  shop. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  the  loss  of  chloroform,  which 
is  a very  volatile  substance,  had  taken  place  in  course  of 
preparation  and  storage  as  it  is  practically  impossible  for 
an  article  to  retain  the  stated  amount  until  it  reaches  the 
consumer.  Manufacturers  were  cautioned. 

3.  Potted  Meat  (contained  approximately  15  per  cent,  of 

farinaceous  filler).  Sample  was  purchased  from  a bulk 
supply  exposed  in  a butcher’s  shop.  When  the  butcher 
was  subsequently  interviewed  he  produced  a book  (of 
ancient  vintage!)  showing  that  the  recipe  he  had  used 
recommended  the  addition  of  farinaceous  filler.  He  Was 
cautioned  and  told  that  present  day  law  forbids  its  use. 

4.  Potted  Meat  (contained  approximately  20  per  cent,  of 

farinaceous  filler).  Similar  purchase  to  No.  3 but  article 
had  been  manufactured  by  an  outside  firm  and  supplied 
to  the  butcher  in  bulk.  Retailer  Was  cautioned  and 
advised  to  let  his  supplier  know  that  the  product  had  met 
with  official  disapproval. 

5.  Tincture  of  Iodine  (32  per  cent,  deficient  in  potassium 

iodide).  The  bottle,  purchased  at  a chemist’s  shop,  had 
been  sold  as  received  by  the  Chemist  from  a firm  of 
manufacturing  chemists.  The  formula  to  which  this 
sample  had  been  made  was  in  conformity  with  weak 
tincture  of  iodine,  B.P.  1932,  instead  of  the  B.P.  1948. 
Manufacturing  firm  was  cautioned. 
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6.  Vinegar  (32.5  per  cent,  deficient  in  acetic  acid  and  heavily 

infected  with  bacteria,  fungi  and  moulds).  This  sample 
was  submitted  for  analysis  as  the  result  of  a complaint  by 
a householder  who  had  used  it  in  the  making  of  a wedding 
cake.  After  she  had  made  the  cake  the  vinegar  remaining 
in  the  bottle  appeared  cloudy  and  accordingly  she  handed 
the  bottle  to  her  local  Sanitary  Inspector  who  passed  it  to 
this  Department.  The  subsequent  analysis  showed  that 
apart  from  being  deficient  in  acetic  acid  the  vinegar  was 
heavily  infected  with  bacteria,  fungi  and  moulds.  Efforts 
Were  made  to  bring  this  case  before  the  Justices,  but  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  householder  refused  to  give  evidence 
of  her  purchase  this  course  was  not  possible.  Full 
particulars  were  sent  to  the  Sampling  Authority  in  the 
town  from  which  the  article  was  supplied  and  arrange- 
ments made  for  future  consignments  from  the  manu- 
facturers to  be  tested. 

7.  Butter  (Margarine).  This  sample  of  “butter”  which  turned 

out  to  be  margarine  Was  an  ordinary  purchase  by  a private 
householder.  On  tasting  it,  she  returned  to  the  shop  and 
informed  the  seller  that  it  was  “margarine”.  The  seller 
denied  this  and  advised  her,  if  she  was  not  satisfied,  to 
have  it  officially  analysed.  The  Deputy  Public  Analyst 
subsequently  certified  it  to  be  “margarine”  and  accord- 
ingly arrangements  were  made  to  obtain  a formal  sample 
on  which  a prosecution  could  be  based.  However,  when 
an  agent,  using  a fictitious  ration  book,  visited  the  shop 
and  purchased  butter  the  subsequent  analysis  proved  that 
it  Was,  in  fact,  butter.  Following  this  result  exhaustive 
enquiries  were  made  to  ascertain  how  the  original 
sale  of  margarine  for  butter  occurred  but  without 
result. 

8.  Chewing  Gum  (Devoid  of  Vitamin  C).  This  sample, 

purchased  in  a shop  raised  a very  interesting  point, 
inasmuch  as  chewing  gum  is  not  a food.  However,  this 
particular  gum  bore  on  the  label,  in  bold  characters,  the 
legend  “containing  Vitamin  C”  and  underneath  in  letters 
that  were  so  small  as  to  be  virtually  unreadable  appeared 
“170  I.U.  Ascorbic  Acid  when  packed”.  As  the  label 
was  seriously  misleading  the  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  manufacturers  and  after  considerable  correspondence 
with  their  Solicitors  they  agreed  to  discontinue  the  in- 
corporation of  Ascorbic  Acid  in  the  gum  and  to  delete 
all  reference  to  this  ingredient  from  the  label. 
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9.  Dried  Peas  (containing  6.4  per  cent,  of  unsound  peas 
deteriorated  through  attack  of  weevils,  mould,  etc.). 
The  sealed  cardboard  packet  which  bore  the  words 
“Peas  grown  in  England  and  Holland”,  Was  purchased 
at  a greengrocer’s  shop.  Attention  of  retailer  and  whole- 
saler was  called  to  the  analysis  With  a request  to  the  latter 
to  advise  the  importers. 

10.  Lemon  Curd  (27.5  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat).  This 

informal  sample  Was  purchased  at  a retail  branch  of  a 
well  known  multiple  firm,  but  the  article  was  not  of  their 
own  manufacture.  In  view  of  this  the  actual  manu- 
facturers were  interviewed  and  subsequently  cautioned 
as  to  possibility  of  legal  proceedings  if  future  consign- 
ments were  not  up  to  standard. 

11.  Apple  Jam  (4.4  per  cent,  deficient  in  soluble  solids).  A tin 

of  jam  was  purchased  at  a branch  of  another  multiple 
firm  and  as  the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  in 
Australia  appeared  on  the  label  a cautionary  letter  was 
sent  to  the  firm.  In  their  reply  the  manufacturers  stated 
that  from  the  given  particulars  on  the  label  of  the  tin 
sampled  they  had  ascertained  that  the  last  shipment  of 
that  particular  brand  had  been  sent  to  England  just  after 
the  War  finished.  They  expressed  regret  and  promised 
to  see  that  future  shipments  would  be  well  up  to  Standard. 

12.  Christmas  Pudding  (20  per’cent  deficient  in  total  oil  and 
fats).  Sample  purchased  at  a retail  shop.  Although 
there  is  no  legal  standard  for  Christmas  Pudding  the 
Ministry  of  Food  in  consultation  with  the  Trade  have 
drawn  up  a “Code  of  Practice”  which  requires  such 
puddings  to  contain  at  least  10  per  cent  of  oil  and  fat. 
The  sample  contained  only  8 per  cent,  and  was  therefore 
deficient  to  the  extent  stated  above.  The  chemist 
employed  by  the  Manufacturing  firm  subsequently 
discussed  this  matter  with  the  Deputy  County  Analyst 
and  the  latter  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  deficiency 
was  caused  through  faulty  mixing. 

Taking  into  account  the  total  non-standard  samples  (in- 
cluding milk)  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  5.7  per  cent,  of 
the  samples  obtained  were  certified  against  and,  whilst  this 
figure  is  slightly  higher  than  the  figure  of  5.1  per  cent,  for  the 
year  1949,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  1949  figure  was  the 
lowest  of  any  year  since  pre-War.  In  any  case  the  percentage 
for  the  year  under  review  is  considerably  below  the  average  of 
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the  last  12  years  and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  vast  majority  of 
manufacturers  who,  despite  many  difficulties,  continue  to 
produce  goods  of  the  highest  quality. 

In  conclusion  the  following  graph  will  show  at  a glance  the 
rise  and  fall  in  the  incidence  of  adulteration  (or  non-compliance 
with  statutory  Regulations)  since  the  last  pre-War  year: — 
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Section  IX.  Mental  Health 


PART  I.  MENTAL  ILLNESS. 

The  principal  sections  of  the  Statutes  relating  to  admission 
of  patients  are  as  follows: — 

Mental  Treatment  Act,  1930. 

Under  this  Act  tw’O  types  of  patients  are  recognised. 

Section  1.  Voluntary  admission  following  written  application 
to  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  a Hospital. 

Section  5.  Temporary  admission  of  a person,  incapable  of 
expressing  willingness  or  unwillingness  to  receive  treatment, 
accompanied  by  a recommendation  of  two  doctors,  one  of 
whom  must  be  the  patient’s  own  doctor  and  the  other  a 
doctor  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Lunacy  Act,  1890. 

This  Act  defines  the  procedure  for  securing  admission  to 
hospital  for  patients  for  whom  certification  is  necessary. 

Section  5.  Presentation  of  a Petition  by  the  patient’s 
relatives,  accompanied  by  two  medical  certificates  and  an  Order 
of  a Judicial  Authority. 

Section  11.  An  urgency  Order,  accompanied  by  a medical 
certificate  valid  only  for  seven  days,  unless  a Petition  is  pending. 

Section  14  and  16.  A Justices’  Summary  Reception  Order 
for  admission,  accompanied  by  one  medical  certificate. 

Section  21,  A Justices’  Order  for  temporary  removal,  for 
observation  and  further  examination,  for  a period  not  exceeding 
14  days. 

Section  20.  In  cases  of  extreme  urgency,  and  where  none 
of  the  alternative  procedures  are  appropriate,  the  “three-day 
Order’’  made  by  the  Authorised  Officer. 

GENERAL. 

The  statistical  tables  relating  to  admission  of  patients 
suffering  from  mental  illness  denote  a further  increase,  compared 
with  admissions  during  the  previous  year,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  pressure  on  accommodation  in  both  the  Liverpool  and 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Boards’  areas  is  one  of  consider- 
able seriousness. 
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ADMISSIONS. 

In  the  period  under  review  17  more  Voluntary  Patients  and 
35  Certified  Patients  were  dealt  with  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Recourse  to  the  legal  procedure  of  certification  is  only  required 
for  those  patients  so  mentally  ill,  as  to  be  unable  to  seek  hospital 
treatment  as  Voluntary  Patients. 

ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Bed  Bureaux  established  in  the  Manchester  Hospital 
Region  in  last  November  has  been  the  means  of  obviating  many 
expensive  telephone  calls,  but  as  was  stated  at  its  inception  it  has 
not  been  productive  of  any  more  beds.  There  are  unfortunately 
at  the  present  time  10  patients  on  the  waiting  list  who  require 
hospital  treatment. 

AFTERCARE. 

The  numbers  of  cases  referred  to  the  Department  for  after- 
care visitation  on  discharge  from  hospital  during  the  year  were — 
Upton  107  cases,  Parkside  96  cases,  Winwick  44  cases,  other 
hospitals  3 cases. 

RECORDS. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  from  the  Administrative 
County  receiving  the  treatment  at  the  respective  hospitals,  as 
extracted  from  the  weekly  reports  of  Authorised  Officers  and  the 
statutory  returns  issued  by  Hospital  Management  Committees

Ascertainment 

The  methods  of  ascertainment  were  the  same  as  in  previous 
years.  Every  effort  is  made  to  obtain  particulars  of  all  mental 
defectives  in  the  County.  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses, 
Authorised  Officers,  Head  Teachers,  parents  and  various 
ofiScials  report  cases,  and  all  persons  whose  work  makes 
defectives  known  to  them  are  well  aware  of  the  Authority 
to  which  information  should  be  supplied. 

Guardianship 

At  the  31st  December,  1950,  there  were  no  cases  under 
Guardianship. 

Supervi^on 

Statutory  supervision  is  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors 
and  Authorised  Officers,  who  visit  each  case  several  times 
during  the  year  and  report  on  their  visits.  There  were  941 
cases  so  supervised  at  31.12.50. 

Occupation  Centres 

There  have  hitherto  been  no  Occupation  Centres  in  the 
County,  but  approval  has  been  given  by  the  Committee  to  the 
establishment  of  two,  one  in  the  west  and  the  other  in  the  east 
of  the  County.  The  Occupation  Centre  to  serve  the  western 
area,  at  the  former  St.  Mark’s  Parish  Hall,  Grove  Street,  New 
Ferry,  is  now  structurally  completed,  and  when  arrangements 
have  been  made  to  staff  it,  much  needed  facilities  will  be  offered 
to  defective  children  in  the  Wirral  area. 

Use  is  made  by  Cheshire  for  a number  of  defectives  of  the 
arrington,  Wythenshawe  and  Wallasey  Occupation  Centres 
and  transport  is  arranged  when  necessary. 

Licence,  Discharge  and  After-Care 

Four  cases  who  had  been  on  licence  from  an  Institution 
were  discharged  from  Order  during  the  year  under  review.

Section  X.-Domestic  Help 


, Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
the  County  Council  is  empowered  to  provide  a Domestic  Help 
Service  for  households  where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the 
presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 

The  service  is  one  of  those  which  have  been  devolved  to 
Divisional  Health  Committees  for  organisation,  administra- 
tion, and  management  within  the  approved  estimates.  It  is 
not  one  of  the  services  provided  free  under  the  Act,  and  the 
Local  Health  Authority  has  adopted  the  payment  scale  recom- 
mended by  the  County  Councils  Association.

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Section  XI.-Home  Nursing 


Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  has  the  duty  to  provide  a full  service  for  nursing 
sick  persons  at  home  free  of  charge  to  the  patient. 

Details  of  the  nurses  and  nurse-midwives  employed  by  the 
County  Council  are  given  earlier  in  this  report,  together  with 
their  districts. 

District  Nurses  have  been  accustomed  to  provide  their 
patients  with  items  of  nursing  equipment,  often  small  or  con- 
sumable, such  as  paper  handkerchiefs,  urinals,  and  hot  water 
bottles,  but  often  larger  or  transferable,  such  as  air  beds  and 
crutches;  in  some  cases  there  had  been  more  expensive  items  to 
lend,  such  as  bath  chairs.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
continuing  the  supply  of  all  such  items  on  a greatly  increased 
scale,  and  this  service  now  forms  part  of  the  County  Council’s 
arrangements  under  Section  28  of  the  Act  (see  Section  V).

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Section  XII. -Handicapped  Persons 


General 

Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the 
County  Council  provides  Welfare  Services  for  handicapped 
persons,  and  the  scheme  under  this  heading  has  been  made  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

The  classes  of  handicapped  persons  to  which  the  section 
applies  are  the  blind,  the  deaf  or  dumb,  and  others  substantially 
and  permanently  handicapped  by  illness,  injury,  congenital 
deformity,  or  such  other  disability  as  may  be  prescribed. 
Enquiry  and  discussion  have  proceeded  with  the  various 
associations  concerned  regarding  all  these  categories,  and  help 
has  in  some  cases  been  given  by  the  supply  of  materials  for  work 
at  home. 

Guidance  from  the  Ministry  regarding  the  preparation  of 
detailed  schemes  was  not  received  until  September,  1951. 

Blind  Persons 

The  Council’s  approved  scheme  so  made  continues,  with 
necessary  amplification,  the  scheme  carried  out  in  previous  years 
in  accordance  with  the  Blind  Persons  Acts.  Its  details  are 
executed  by  the  Blind  Welfare  Societies  at  Chester,  Ashton- 
under-Lyne,  and  Macclesfield,  with  which  appropriate  financial 
arrangements  have  been  made.  The  Welfare  Services  of  these 
Societies  have,  in  accordance  with  the  new  scheme,  been 
extended,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  to  partially  sighted 
persons. 


Certification 

To  ensure  that  no  person’s  name  is  placed  on  the  register 
without  the  certificate  of  a medical  practitioner  with  special 
experience  in  ophthalmology,  all  applicants  were  examined  by 
the  County  Oculist.  Those  who  so  wished  were  examined  a 
second  time  under  the  Medical  Referee  Service — conducted 
jointly  with  the  North  Regional  Association — by  independent 
Medical  Referees.

Workshop  Employees 

Annual  grants  were  continued  at  a fixed  rate  per  head 
to  recognised  Workshops  for  Cheshire  employees.  A “mini- 
mum wage”  principle  has  been  adopted  for  certain  workers, 
their  income  being  made  up  to  a fixed  amount.  On  this 
principle  there  were  7 male  and  2 female  employees  at  Chester, 
3 male  employees  at  Macclesfield,  1 male  employee  at 
Warrington,  1 male  employee  at  Stockport  and  1 male  employee 
at  Henshaw’s  at  the  end  of  1950,  while  on  the  fixed  rate  system 
there  were  3 males  at  Liverpool  and  1 female  at  Henshaw’s. 


Home  Workers 

The  three  voluntary  societies  arranged  for  the  employ- 
ment at  home  of  those  capable  of  it.  Augmentation  of  25/- 
weekly  was  given  by  the  Council  to  all  County  approved  Workers, 
who  numbered  23  at  the  end  of  1950. 

National  Library  for  the  Blind 

Grant  and  augmentation  were  made  in  1950  to  the’ 
National  Library  for  the  Blind  on  behalf  of  each  of  2 Cheshire 
Home  Workers  who  are  Blind  Copyists  for  its  northern  branch, 
apart  from  the  usual  annual  grant  for  general  services,  which 
are  used  by  over  100  Cheshire  residents.

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Section  Xlll.-Water  Supplies, 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


The  Cheshire  and  Lancashire  Water  Survey  has  been  carried 
out  by  an  engineering  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Summarised  briefly,  it  calls  attention  to  the  certainty  of  increased 
consumption  of  water  in  the  future  and  the  inadequacy  of  existing 
sources  of  supply  to  meet  future  demands.  Recommendations 
include  abandoning  unsatisfactory  or  uneconomical  sources,  the 
construction  of  new  sources  of  water  supply  and  additional 
storage  reservoirs. 

In  Cheshire  the  existing  wa^er  undertakings  are  proposed  to 
be  grouped  into  six  water  areas  in  which  water  can  be  produced 
and  distributed  under  expert  supervision. 

The  economic  situation  still  continues  to  influence  schemes 
of  water  supply  and  sewerage.  Only  schemes  which  are  con- 
sidered to  be  urgent  are  given  priority.  Materials  are  in  short 
supply  and  local  authorities  may  have  to  wait  a considerable  time 
before  schemes,  approved  in  principle,  are  authorised  to  proceed. 
This  time  lag  between  the  public  enquiry  into  schemes  and  the 
actual  commencement  of  the  work  is  also  affecting  the  cost  of 
public  Works.  Rising  costs  are  increasing  the  original  estimates, 
and  contributions  by  the  County  Council  have  had  to  be  amended 
accordingly.  There  are  indications  that  this  is  leading  to  a 
change  of  policy  as  regards  joint  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal.  Local  Authorities  may  agree  in  theory  that  such 
schemes  are  desirable  from  a planning  or  amenity  standpoint, 
but  when  the  financial  burden  imposed  by  these  becomes 
prohibitive  a change  of  front  is  only  natural  in  the  circumstances. 

Public  inquiries  into  applications  for  loans  have  been  limited 
to  three  small  village  sewerage  schemes  where  existing  premises 
are  being  sewered  in  conjunction  with  council  house  development. 
A larger  scheme  for  Partington  (Bucklow  Rural  District)  is 
intended  to  deal  with  impending  large  scale  housing  develop- 
ment connected  with  local  industrial  expansion.
